Annual Trip 


THE 
CANADIAN 
CAPITAL 


Exemplary Sunday Observance. — Goi- 


ernor^General Not Much of a Pow- 


er — Jjuiich at Rockclifl'e. 


ARTICLE NO. 3 


Ottawa has a population of 81,000, 


is situated in the province of Ontario 
and is the capital of the Dominion of 
Canada. 
It is located on the right 


bank of the Ottawa River, about 90 
miles above its confluence with St. 
Lawrence, 100 miles west of Mon- 
treal and on the Canadian Pacific 
and the Grand Trunk Railway. On the 
Ottawa River about six miles above 
the City of Ottawa, rapids begin 
which terminate in the Chaudiere 
Falls, where the river, 200 feet wide, 
takes a leap of 40 feet. 
Its banks, 


mostly elevated, offer 
magnificent 


scenery. Immense quantities of valu- 
able timber are floated down the Ot- 
tawa from the wooded regions ot the 
interior to Ottawa city, where it is 
manufactured into lumber 


The city, divided into the upper 


and lower town by the Rideau Canal, 
has wide streets crossing right an- 
gles, and some of the most beautiful 
buildings in the Dominion. The chief 
are the Government buildings, con-; 
structed of light colored sandstone in 
the Italian-Gothic style. They stand 
on elevated ground commanding a 
beautiful view, and form three sides 
of a quadrangle, the south front be- 
ing formed by the House of Parlia- 
ment building, which is 500 feet long 
and containing the halls for the meet- 
ings for the Dominion Senate and 
House of Commons. 


There is a Library forming a de- 


taphed circular building with a dome 
90 feet high. 
The buildings cover 


about four acres and are said to have 
cost 800,000 pounds Sterling, or $4,- 
000,000 and contain 
300,000 vol- 


umes. 


The educational institutions in- 


clude a Roman Catholic College, the 
Canadian Institute, the Mechanics In- 
'stitute and Athenaem, etc. 


Ottawa has important and increas- 


ing manufactures, and is the great 
centre of the lumber trade. 
It is 


connected with Hull, on the Quebec 
side of the Ottawa, by a suspension 
bridge. Ottawa was founded in 18-27 
by Colonel By, and until 1854 was 
known as Bytown. April 26, 1900, 
it with Hull suffered from a fire sec- 
ond only in destruction to thos.e of 
Chicago and Boston. 


We arrived in this beautiful city 


Friday evening, June 25, and remain- 
ed here until Monday morning, June 
28. We were entertained at the Rus- 
sel House. 


Saturday morning our party was 


provided with two trolley cars with 
.the compliments of Mr. Thomas 
Ahearn, President 
of the Ottawa 


Trolley Company. He is also Presi- 
'dent of the Ottawa Electric Light 
Co.rn.pany, Ottawa Lumber Company, 
Ottawa Car Manufacturing Company, 
Ottawa Gas Company, and is one of 
the four Canadian Directors of the 
American 
Westinghouse Company. 


Mr. Ahearn is a very busy man, but 
with , all his business, he remained 
•with the editorial party all day, 
something he did not do for the Roy- 
alty of England, when they visited 
the Canadian Capital. 


We were given a thirty-five mile 


free ride on the cars, visiting all im- 
portant parts of the city, Brittania, a 
summer resort on the Ottawa River 
the Barracks, and finally landed at 
Rockcliffe, a park where his Royal 
Highness, King Edward, was enter- 
tained at lunch 
The King, while 


Prinee of Wales, visited Ottawa and 
he was desirous of knowing how lum- 
bermen lived in camp, and the good 
people of Ottawa erected what is 
known as the Royal Shanty, where 
they served a lumberman's dinner to 
the Prince of Walefa. 
It was just 


such a dinner that was served to our 
party. 


We were next taken to the bridge 


across the Ottawa River where we 
had a full view of Chaudiere Falls, a 
cataract of 40 feet. From thence we 
went to J. R. Booth's big saw mill 
where they manufacture 16,000,000 


say in the government of affairs in 
Canada as has the President of the 
United States in our republic. 


The duties of the Governor-General 


are largely perfunctory. 
For in- 


stance, it is the duty of the Governor- 
General to open the Senate at the be- 
ginning ot the session and to close it 
at the end of the session and this is 
all a matter of torm. This to a large 
degree is the character of his public 
duties all the way through. 


A Burlesque 


In the rotunda of the capital, our 


attention was called to some designs 
in the tiling on the floor. In the 
centre was the emblem of the English 
Government and around the outside 
in semi-circular form were various 
emblems of the different provinces of 
the Dominion of Canada, while at the 
extreme left, is a blank. The guide 
explained that provision was made to 
place there the emblem of the United 
States when they decide to apply for 
admission to the Dominion of Can- 
ada. 
This was given as a joke and 


understood as such. The Parliament 
buildings are very beautiful and are 
creditable to the Dominion. 


Trip to Aylmer 


Saturday evening 
Tvlr. R. 
Me. C. 


Smith arranged for a trolley party to 
Aylmer, eight miles out of the citj. 
at Hotel Victoria. There was a dance 
at the pavilion that evening. It was 
an unusual sight for Americans, or 
'Yankees" as they call people from 
the states. 
Fully three-fourths of 


the participants were French Cana- 
dians. The French costumes were an 
unusual sight 
among the 
ladies, 


wnile every French gentleman, who 
had a mustache, had at each end the 
:ull French curl. 


Sunday in the Canadian Capital 
Sunday morning we decided to at- 


tend church. Throughout Canada the 
latholic religion prevails, but in On- 
tario Province, the Methodists pre 
vail. There are no Lutheran Church- 
is in Ottawa, in fact scarcely any in 
Canada. We attended the Dominion 
Methodist Church and listened to a 
very instructive discourse by the Rev. 
Dr. Henderson. 


At the close of the services the 


minister anounced that next Sunday, 
July 4, there would be patriotic ser- 
vices. 
We could not imagine what 


;he Canadians would celebrate in a 
patriotic way on July 4th. They 
would scarcely celebrate Independ- 
:nce day in the way the Yankees do, 
as the day we declared our Inde- 
pendence from Great Britain 
We 


addressed our inquiry to some good 
saintly brother, who extended his 
hand to welcome us to come again. 


He explained that it was July 1st 


that was Dominion Day, they cele- 
brated the day because 52 years ago 
on that day all the provinces of the 
Dominion were united into one gov- 
ernment, and services were held on 
the nearest Sabbath day. Our Inde- 
pendence Day and Canada's Domin- 
ion Day come within a few days of 
each other, and the significance to 
each country is similar, in that it 
refers to the progress and growth ol 
the nation in its particular line. 


They Want American Money 


No matter how far we go into the 


interior of Canada, the natives are 
willing and anxious to accept United 
States money and nine cases out of 
ten they will hand back to' you 
change in Canada money. I told a 
hotel clerk one day that if I were as 
anxious for money with the American 
Eagle on, as the Canadians are, I 
would put out the American Flag. 
The clerk answered that he would if 
he had his way. 


Tribute to the King 


As we traveled through the King's 


Dominion, and accepted all kinds of 
courtesies from the generous-.iearted 
Canadians, it was but fitting and 
proper that we recognize, for the 
time being, His Majestj, King Ed- 
ward VII. When our own patriotic 
fervor bi ought that familiar hymn,

was laid in 1860 by King Edward 
VII, Prince of Wales. The town has 
a population of 81,000, has an area 
of 3,365 acres and a park area of 237 
acres. The parks are kept up by the 
Canadian government, in lieu of bo- 
ing exonerated of city taxes.

needless to say the parks and drive- 
ways are beautifully kept up. 


Ottawa Closed on Sunday 


Ottawa is an exemplary city in the 


matter of Sunday closing of business. 
All bars must close Saturday evening 
at six o'clock, and dare not open un- 
til Monday morning, I think at seven 
o'clock. All stores are rigidly closed 
Sunday. 
Even the drug stores are 


allowed open only a few hours. The 
baker dare not knead his bread Sun 
day night. 
He must wait till the 


hands of his clock point the hour 
of 12, and brings in Monday. 
No 


Sunday paper is published in the city 
A Saturday evening paper is brought 
on the streets and sold for a Sunday 
paper. 


This is certainly commendable. At 


Niagara Falls, N. Y'., all the stores 
were open Sunday and doing business 
as freely as on week days. The dif- 
terence was all the more noticable, 
because one Sunday we spent at Ni- 
agara Falls and the other in Ottawa. 


The tight lid that Ottawa uses is 


not used in all Canadian towns, be- 
cause just across the river in the 
Province of Quebec, the lid is not. 
so tight. 
While the bars in Ottawa 


close at six p m., the thirsty traveler 
can take a street car and cross the 
Ottawa River and drink to his heart's 
content, it is said, to almost any 
hour of the night, and not even spar- 
ing the Sabbath day. 


This territory is so full of inter- 


esting things, that we should love to 
dwell longer in this Canadian capital, 
but as we prepared from the start to 
write this most interesting trip in 
tour articles or chapters, hence we 
must leave ^ttawa, and in our next 
proceed with our most delightful trip 
in the Rideau Canal, to Kingston and

On the Farm 


VI. —Seed Corn Breeding

,N the preceding articles Improved 


methods of growing a few of the 
most widely grown farm crops 
have been given 
By study and 


careful attention to details it is pos- 
sible for a farmer to make a good 
profit raising common produce for the 
general market 
Much greater re- 


turns, however, may be obtained by 
specializing in some particular line j 
and selling the products on a special 
•market. 


One of the most profitable special 


lines that can be followed is b.eeding 
Improved seed corn. 
This is som»- 
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thing that must be done for every lo- 
cality, since corn shipped in from any 
distance cannot be relied on. It is 
•entirely possible to increase the yield- 
ing ability of a strain of corn ten 
-bushels to the acre or more by a very 
few years' breeding. Seed from such 
'an improved strain will find a ready 
market at satisfactory figures. 


Selection of Ears. 


In starting out to- improve a strain 


.•of corn there are two main points to 
be considered—yield and quality. The 
•quality can- be -determined: readily by 
inspecting the ears. In examining the 
•ears the following five points are to 
toe looked for: (1) General appearance 
The ear should be as large as it can 
toe and still be sure to get ripe every 
year. It should be straight, symmet- 
rical and not taper too abruptly. The 
•butts and tips should be fairly well 
filled, though other more important 
points should not be sacrificed for this 
<2) Trueness to type. Every establish- 
ed breed of corn has its peculiarities of 
shape, color, etc., that must be consid- 
ered. The general type of the breed 
should be adhered to closely, as uni- 
formity is an indication of breeding. 
<3) Maturity. No ear should be used 
for seed that is not sound'and well 
matured. 
Soft, chaffy, starchy ker- 


nels or those shrunken at the tip. with 
•chaff adhering to them, are indications 
•of immaturity. 
Deep kernels go with 


late maturing corn. 
Extreme depth 


of kernel cannot be expected In the 
early varieties that must be grown in 
the north. (4) Vitality. While all corn 
should be tested before It is planted, 
yet there are many ears that can be 
thrown out without the trouble of test- 
Ing. 
Immature ears are usually lack- 


ing in vitality. 
If the kernels ate 


blistTed on rhe back or the embryo is 
•dark or yellowish the chances are that 
it will not grow. (5) Shelling percent- 
age. 
A high percentage of corn to cob 


is desirable, but should be secured by 
compact, fairly deep kernels rather 
than by an abnormally small cob. 


Increasing the Yield. 


While quality is important, yield is 


even more so 
This is not so easily 


determined, actual field tests being re- 
quired. 
Before starting these testa 


the breed of corn to be grown should 
be selected. 
It pays to begin work 


with tho best corn obtainable, as you 
'are thus starting where some one else 
has left off. A breed of corn that has 
proved itself adapted to your locality 
is the best to select. 


There arc almost as many methods 


of breeding scpd corn as there are corn 
breeders. 
Many of these are too com- 


plicated to be adapted to the farmer 
who is just starting in as a corn 
breeder. 
After a few years' experi- 


ence with a simpler method, some of 
the plans for keeping a record of each 
ear from year to year and producing 
"pedigreed" seed corn may bo em- 
ployed. 


The breeding plot should be 500 to 


. thoroughly each time across. 
It Is 


j better to drill t. - corn In the breed- 
! tug plot since it is. too narrow to cul- 


I tivate to advantage crosswise. 
Two 


i or three border rows should be planted 
! around the edges of the plot 


Care of the Breeding Plot. 


The breeding plot ghould not be fer- 


I tilized any better than any of the oth- 


I er fields on the farm, and the prepara- 
. tlon of the seed bed and cultivation 


should be the same. 
The prime ob- 


ject is to develop a strain of corn that 
will yield well under average field con- 
ditions 
The extra work that is put on 


the breeding plot should be applied to 
the corn itself and not to the soil. 
About the time cultivation ceases all 
suckers should be cut off. This can be 
quickly done with _ a straight bladed 
corn knife. 
These suckers take nour- 


ishment needed by the good stalks 
and produce inferior p*ollen to fertilize 
the silks 


The most important part of the work 


Is detasseling. When the tassels begin 
to appear go through the plot and 
carefully pull them out from every 
other row. This should be done every 
day for a week or more—as long as 
tassels continue to appear. 
At the 


same time any imperfect stalks in the 
other rows should be detasseled. 
If 


there are any rows that show a mark- 
ed tendency to sucker, carry the ears 
too high or low or have any other 
marked defect, they should be detas- 
seled also. 


Comparing the Yields. 


As soon as the corn is all ripe the 


ears from the twenty-five detasseled 
rows should be husked, keeping tLd 
produce of each row separate. 
The 


corn from the tasseled rows, as well as 
from the imperfect rows that were de- 
tasseled and from the border rows, 
should be discarded. At the time of 
husking the detasseled corn any pe- 
culiarity of the stalks in a row should 
be noted. The number of stalks in each 
row should also be counted. 
The 


weight of the corn from a row divided 
by the number of ,stalks in that row 
will give the weight per stalk, which 
is the proper basis for comparison. 
It 


will be found that there is a very great 
difference in -yielding Ability^ some 
rows yielding twice or three times as 
inuch as others. This yield, togeth- 
er with the number of good 'seed 
ears to the row, forms the basis for 
determining from which row to select 
ears to plant next year's breeding plot. 
The rest of the ears worth saving 
should be stored away to plant to the 
increase field. 


The Increase field is not for the pur- 


pose of improving the corn, but merely 
to secure larger quantities of that 
which has been improved In the breed- 
ing plot. 
Each year seed from the 


highest quality and best yielding of 
the individual rows Is saved to plant 
the next year's breeding plot and the 
remainder used in the Increase field- 
In this way the standard keeps im- 
proving from year to year. Ten bush- 
els to the acre Increase is by no means 
the limit to which the improvement 
can" be carried. 
Indeed, almost the 


only limit is the care and time be- 
stowed upon the breeding plot 


The Seed Corn House. 


Where several hundred bushels of 


corn are to be saved for seed, as is 
the case where a specialty is being 
made of well bred seed corn, it is nec- 
essary to have some sort of special 
seed corn house. This may be filled 
with slatted racks, on which the corn 
is laid, or the ears may be hung from 
the ceiling with binder twine. 
The 


latter Is the better method, as it per- 
mits a more thorough circulation of 
air around the corn. The use of two

600 feet long—Just long enough so that 
it takes an car to plant a row. 
It 


should be wide enough for about fifty 
of these rows. The soil and drainage 
conditions of the plot should be as 
nearly uniform as possible. It should 
be located twenty to forty rods from 
any other corn, so that there will bo 
no danger of mixing. Fifty of the best 
ears of the desired strain should be 
selected and shelled separately. Each 
of the rows in the breeding plot is to 
be planted with one of these ears. The 
work can toe flone with a planter if 
care is taken to clean out the boxes 
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strings, one at each end of the ear, 
keeps it from warping, as it will warp 
If tied by one string in the middle. 


One of the chief requirements of a 


seed corn housa is adequate ventila- 
tion. 
In tho northern section where 


severe, cold weather comes early some 
artificial heat will be needed. 
The 


corn may be hung in the seed house a^ 
soon as it is gathered. At this time' it 
contains a large amount of moisture, 
so the windows should all be opened 
to allow it to dry rapidly. 
Artificial 


Jieat should be applied gradually at 
first, as too much when the corn Is 
full of moisture will injure it. 
After 


the corn is well dried out less ventila- 
tion will be needed, though some 
should be given at all times. Heat will 
be needed from this time on only on 
very cold or damp days.

CREAMERY FOR -BEDFORD 


A NOTABLE CONFERENCE 


Recently Held at Huntingdon in the 


Interest of Poor Children. 


Last week, July 26 and 27, there 


met at Huntingdon a company of 
notable workers for children. Among 
them were Dr. Hastings H. Hart of 
the Russell Sage Foundation^ New 
York; Rev. George L. Jones of the 
Baltimore Aid Cociety; Miss Florence 
Lattimore, Russell Sage Foundation, 
Pittsburg; James J. West, Secretary 
of the 
Delineator 
Child 
Rescue 


League, Washington, D. C.; Supt. 
Jacob Zeigler of Hagerstown, Md.; 
Miss Berger of the Williamsbtirg 
Home, and others. 


These people came together in con- 


sultation upon plans for carrying for- 
ward a campaign for the help of poor 
children in Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. They were attracted to Hunt- 
ingdon by the work carried on there 
for over twenty-eight years through 
the Home for Children. The purpose 
ot the gathering was for private con- 
sultation but a number of open meet- 
ings were held. So valuable was the 
interchange of thought to those pres- 
ent that a resolution was passed and 
a committee was appointed to ar- 
range with the authorities of Juniata 
College for the entertainment of a 
Conference of Social Workers next 
jear on a larger scale. 


At the conclusion of the Confer- 


ence the following resolution was 
presented: 
Having assembled at Huntingdon 


for the consideration of the problem 
of dependent and neglected children, 
we have been strongly impressed 
with the wisdom and practicability of 
the plan which is under way in the 
counties of Huntingdon, Mifflin and 
Bedford for the establishment of an 
agency for the watch-care and super- 
vision of children placed in family 
homes and the raising of an endow- 
ment of $25,000 in order to secure 
the permanency of the plan. 
The system of placing such chil- 


dren jn selected family homes rather 
than to bring them up in orphan asy- 
lums was unanimously approved by 
the 
great 
Children's Conference 


which was called at Washington, D. 
C. by President Theodore Roosevelt, 
in January last, and that system is 
now accepted with practical unanim- 
ity by social students and workers in 
this' field throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
We regard the Huntingdon idea 


as unique in that it presents the pos- 
sibility of the county or the judicial 
district dealing with its own problem. 


We hope that 'the Board of Man- 


agers of the local Home will make it 
possible for Prof. David Emmert to 
.devote his entire time and energy to 
this undertaking until the proposed 
endowment is completed. 
We recommend such organization 


of the citizens of the three counties 
in this important movement as will 
secure necessary funds and at the 
same time develop a moral sentiment 
that will sustain the work.

July 31, 1909. 
Editor Gazette: 


Ever since i left the hills of dear 


old Pennsylvania and turned my face 
westward I have wanted to write you 
of the country through which I was 
passing, but as this is my first real 
quiet after so much sightseeing I 
look upon it as the favorable oppor- 
tunity. 


Previous to my coming here my 


two visiting cousins, Mary Lou and 
Edmonia Elder, of Quincy, 111., and 
myself went to Washington, PhLadel- 
phia, Atlantic City, etc., and on June 
23 started for Terre Haute, Ind. Af- 
ter an eighteen hours' ride through a 
hot, dry, and dusty country we arriv- 
ed in the "Pittsburg of the West," a 
thoroughly business centre but one 
of the most beautiful cities in which 
it has ever been my pleasure to visit. 
Here we were guests of our uncle, 
Joseph G. Elder, a former Bedford 
county boy, but now a prominent 
business man of Terre Haute. 
My 


cousins remained until Sunday, when 
they left for their home in Quincy. 


Situated on the banks of the song- 


famous Wabash Terre Haute, of sev- 
enty thousand population, pi-ides it- 
self on its schools, its churches, its 
wealth, the beauty of both public and 
private buildings, and the number of 
automobiles and electric cabs in and 
about the city. 
Fortunately for me, 


my uncle owned one of the former 
and he, his wife, daughter Mollie and 
myself enjoyed many tours over that 
marvelously level country. 
Often for 


miles, as far as the eye could reach, 
the road appeared as one gray streak 
stretching out in the distance. One 
little jaunt in particular I remember 


the afternoon we went to Clinton, 


sixteen miles away. 
On all sides of 


us were vast fields of golden grain 
and acres of waving corn. The farm 
houses, too, were large and the sur- 
rounding 
grounds 
well kept and 


beautiful. 
Many of the lawns and 


farms were enclosed by hedges, some 
of which were composed of roses, the 
climbing kind which has clusters of 
red blossoms and diffuses a sweet, 
sensuous odor. 
Many mines are in 
that section of the country and some 
of the sweetest antl happiest looking 
children ran from those miniature 
cabins to gaze open-mouthed on us as 
we passed. 
Terre Haute is truly a city of 


schools, having many graded and a 
High School, Business College, and 
private and religious institutions. 
The State Normal School, which 
sends out -many well-equipped teach- 
ers, occupies a splendid site about the 
centre of the city and the large beau- 
tiful buildings, together with the 
handsome new library which is under 
ourse of construction, adds a testi- 
monial to the educational advance- 
ment of the city. 
For the Summer 


Normal alone' twelve hundred stu- 
dents enrolled; sincere young men 
and women from all over Indiana 
and adjoining states. 
Also, about 


five miles distant is "St. Mary's of 
the Woods," the finest and best- 
equipped Catholic institution for the 
education of young ladies in the Unit- 
ed States and perhaps the world. 
The East boasts of its Carnegie, 


but Terre Haute eulogizes the name 
of Chauncey Rose who, having ac- 
quired his wealth in that city, left as 
a legacy Rose Polytechnic Institute, 
a well-endowed institution for the 
free education and mechanical train- 
ing of young men of Indiana. 
While 


I was a guest in the city Miss Hem- 
mingway, a distant cousin and only 
surviving relative of Chauncey Rose, 
died; but not so her benevolences for 
she, too, left most of her real and 
personal property in trust for the 
school. And so long as memory sur- 
vives and education is paramount the 
name of Chauncey Rose will be im- 
mortal to the residents 
of Terre 


Haute. 


In a city which provides so much 


for the advancement of the young 
men the ladies are by no means for- 
gotten. 
The new Y. W. C. A., which 
is little more than a block from my 
uncle's residence, provides all the 
comforts and many luxuries of a 
home for business girla and all at a 
nominal price. 
The head lady in 


charge took us all over the building 
and showed us the gym, swimming 
pool, dining hall, parlors, rest rooms, 
dormitories, library, auditorium, etc.; 
and as I contemplated it all the 
thought came to me that no one can 
estimate the influence of that splen- 
did home, where not only the body of 
the weary worker is cared for, but 
the soul and mind fed in a pure, re- 
fining atmosphere. 


Then, too, I spent an afternoon go- 


ing through the Gartland Foundry 
and Root Glass Company, two im- 
mense manufacturing plants of the 
city. I must confess I felt an affiliat- 
ed feeling for the Gartland Foundry 
when I found the coke consumed in 
the furnaces came from Connellsville, 
in our own dear state. 


Of course, there were boat rides, 


drives, dinners, etc., of which I have 
not told you, but were I to write in 
definitely I could not adequately de- 
scribe the beauties of the city or the 
pleasure derived from my short stay 
in it. On July 9 I left for Quincy, 111., 
but my impressions of that city I 
shall reserve for my next letter.1

V well known Philadelphia attor- 
ney, having a country place, sent to 
Professor Surface, the State Zoolo- 
gist, Harrisburg, specimens of peach- 
es and apples which indicated, as ho 
expressed it, that the trees seemed 
"to require some treatment." 


i 
The Professor gave the following 
[answer: 
"The green peaches and 


! apples which you sent to us are punc- 
tured by the Plum Curculio. This is 
a destructive beetle, which makes 
holes in fruit and lays its eggs there- 
in. The eggs hatch and cause wormy 
fruit and the worms, also, cause the 
fruit to drop prematurely, as you 
have observed. The best thing to do 
now is to gather and burn the fallen 
fruit as fast as if drops, or at least 
once every few days. 
Of course, if 


there arc many others in your neigh- 
borhood who likewise have this trou- 
ble and who arc not doing the same, 
there is no need of you going to that 
trouble. 
Neighbors should co-oper- 
ate to eliminate such pests. 
The 


proper course would have been to 
spray your trees with arsenato of 
lead, using two or three pounds of 
arsenale of lead to fifty gallons of 
water or Bordeaux mixture. If you 
had done this shortly after the blos- 
soms dropped, and again repeated it 
in ten days, you would have destroy- 
ed these pests In the same manner as 
the Codling moth is disposed of.

ANDREW GREGG CURTIN—1861-1867.

Andrew Gregg Curtin became chief executive at a time when the common- 
wealth was very much in need of the services of an able and patriotic man 
Serving as governor from Jan. 15, 1861, to'Jan. 15, 1867, Mr. Curtin's loyalty 
and devotion had much to do with the maintenance of the Union.

It was through his suggestion and efforts that normal schools for the train 
ing of teachers were established in this state. 
His services as governor 


brought him 'a re-election. 
He was United States minister to Russia from 


1869 to 1872.

Another newspaper man to become governor of Pennsylvania was Wil- 


liam Fisher Packer, burn in 1307 in Center county. 
At the age of thirteen 


years he began to learn the printing trade iu the office of the Public Inquirer 
at Sunbury. Mr. Packer began the study of law in 1827, but later returned 
to newspaper work, becoming editor of the Lycoming Gazette, published at 
Wllliamsport. He afterward helped to establish the Keystone at Harrisburg 
and remained in that city until 1841. 
He was defeated for senate-- in 1835. 


In 1847 he was elected to the house of representatives and was made speaker. 
He was re-elected in 1848, and in the following year he defeated Andrew 
G. Curtin for the state senate. 
He was the Democratic candidate for gov- 


ernor in 1857 and was elected over two other candidates, David Wilmot and 
Isaac Hazelhurst. 
After retiring from office he spent the remainder of his 


days in Williamsport.

The topic of our lesson is Paul's in- 


structions to the Thessal(<nians, and 
yet we are assigned a very small por- 
tion of this most helpful epistle. Let 
those who would profit most by our 
study today note how much Paul has 
to say about;'the word of God, the gos- 
pel of God and the faith of these peo- 
ple. 
See in chapter i, 1, where this 


great salvation placed them and places 
every true believer "in God the Father 
and in the Lord Jesus Christ," that 
we might walk worthy of God, who 
hath called us unto His kingdom and 
glory while we wait for His Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from the dead, 
even Jesus who delivered us from the 
wrath to come (ii, 12; i, 10). The word 
"comfort" In iv, 18; v. 11. reminds us 
that, being in God the Father, we are 
In Him who Is "the Father of mercies 
and the God of all comfort," that we 
who erijoy Him might bear His com- 
fort to others, the comfort of His 
great salvation, of His continual care 
of His redeemed and of the glory of 
His kingdom. In the opening verses of 
the portion given us as a lesson we are 
exhorted to esteem those who bring 
us this comfort in His name, which 
must certainly mean that, 'while we 
esteem them, we give Him always the 
pre-eminence in all things, that the 
Lord alone may be exalted (Col. i, 18; 
Isa. ii, 11, IT). Having obtained peace 
with God through Him who made 
peace for us and who Is our peace and 
who will give us peace always by all 
means if we will let Him (Bph. ii, 13, 
14; Col. i, 20; II Thess. iii, 16), we are 
exhorted to be at peace among our- 
selves, for all envying and strife are 
from beneath, not from above (Jas. Ill, 
15-18). In chapter Iv, 11, we hear of 
an ambition to be quiet and to attend 
to one's own business, for the word 
"study" in that verse Is a word used 
elsewhere only in Rom. xv, 20; II Cor. 
v, 9, and reallj signifies a holy ambi- 
tion in these matters. 


There will always be some disorder- 


ly ones who need warning, somp fee- 
bio minded who specially need com- 
fort and some weak ones needing sup- 
port and with all classes we are to 
manifest the love of God and the pa- 
tience of Christ (TI Thess. iii, 5). Col. 
1, 11, is a most wonderful word on pa- 
tience and the need of it and- the kind 
the Lord loves. To return good for 
evil Is Christ-like and to bless those 
who curse us and pray for those who 
persecute us (Matt, v, 44). A Chris- 
tian should be a happy person, rejoic- 
ing evermore, rejoicing in the Lord 
and before ^he Lord and in spite of all 
manner of '-ircumstauces (Phil. iv. 4; 
DeuL xil, 12, 18; Hab. Ill, 17, 18), be- 
cause He is worthy to be praised, al- 
ways loving us. always caring for us 
and fulfilling Rom. viil, 28. 32. It is 
our privilege to be in constant touch 
and communion with God through 
Jesus Christ, to talk with Him about 
everything and thus to pray-' without 
ceasing, be free_ from all anxiety and 
en-joy the-peace'which passeth all un- 
derstanding (Ph»l. iv, 6, 7). If we only
